SANITAKY INFLUENCE OF TUBES. 


Tho value of trees in a sanitary point of 


view in largo and overcrowded cities can 
scarcely bo overestimated. Apart from tho 
sonso of relief and coolness which they im- 
part, thoir influence as purifiers of tho nt- 
inoaphoro is almost incrod'iblo. It has boon 
calculated that a good-sized elm, plane or 
lime troo, will produce 700,000 leaves, hav- 
ing n united nren of 200,000 stpiaro foot. 
Tho competent authority above 
quoted 


proceeds to show that not only do the loavos 
absorb deleterious gnses; but thoy oxhnlo 
oxygon. They must, therefore, bo of im- 
mense benefit in overcrowded and unhealthy 
districts. Wliou to this is added that trees 
modify temperature, promoting coolness in 
summer and warmth in winter—nlso that 
thoy purify tho soil below as well as the 
atmosphere above—v/o havo n very power- 
ful sanitary argument for tree-planting.— 
[London Medical Examiner.

carried nwny. Tho §50,000 was raised in 
this counlry, and Iho entiro second collec- 
tion, including tho Kurium Iroamircs, for 
which nlouo ho was to bavo received .t'lfl,- 
000 in England and also tlio 100 cases pre- 
viously soul lo Ihis cily, passed into tho 
possession of tho Metropolitan Museum. 


Tho ono hundred cases, containing vftses, 


Blatunry, ttc., nn woll as two snrchophagi— 
tho vnluo of ono of which was estimated nl 
£0000 in England from nn inspection of a 
photograph merely—Imvo not yet been un- 
packed, and tho museum authorities do not 
knew from personal Qxnimnntiou what is in 
Ihcih. 
General di Cosnola requested that

Tho expense of 


nmking tho second collection was ij;i0,000, 
just what I sold it for.bnl my name nnd honor 
and reputation nro worth far moro to mo 
limn any sum of money." Ifo ndded lhal 
ho bad been Irealod with Iho utmost cour- 
tesy and consideration by Iho oHieera of tho 
Metropolitan Museum, nud thnt he was 
ontiroiy natifified with tho disposition of Iho 
results of his long labors. Mr. Tiffmiy hnd 
examined tho Kurium U'onsures and had 
said thoy- wore "enough to umko any ono 
crazy." Tho workmanship wns beyond tlio 
nrt of modern jewelers, who could only 
hopelessly wonder at it. 


Gen. di Cosnolii snid in conclusion thnl 


ho did not suppose Iho treasures of tho two 
collections coulrlj bo justly appreciated at 
present in this country, hut expressed his 
satisfaction at having boon able lo bring 
hero whnt must prove KO valuable in their 
oducationnl 
influences. 
Tho Island of 


Cyprus doubtless contained further rich 
trontiurcs, but it wnsn difficult and expensive 
lask lo collect them. Thoy lay far beneath 
the surface nnd Iho work was slow nnd un- 
certain. 
Tho consulship nt Cyprus 
wnB 


abolished last winter by Congress, and it 
was doubtful if ho ever returned, fiinco 
there were man}'deprivations m n Hfo there.
